merit; one of Baron De Kalb; one of Cortez; and 
one of Judge Hanson, of Maryland, presented to the 
Library by bis family. Between eleven and twelve 
hundred bronze medals of the Vattemare exchange, 
some of them more than ten centuries old, and ex¬ 
ceedingly perfect, are among the valuables destroy¬ 
ed. Of the statuary burnt and rendered worthless, 
we recollect a statute of Jefferson; an Apollo in 
bronze by Mills; a very superior bronze likeness of' 
Washington; a bust of Gen. Taylor by an Italian 
artist; and a bust ot Lafayette by David. 

We have only heard of three books Bayed from 
the principal Library, namely, the Librarian’s Re¬ 


nat abyss, who had, already done it, were his 
honoured hosts, whose virtues and love of liberty he 
lacked eloquence to extol as they deserved! And 
he knew this, too; or might know it. 

Several very excellent persona have wondered that 
the Abolitionists should take the view they do of tie 
conduct of M. Kossuth. That they should not be 
willing that he should get what he can out of the 
American people, without interposing their protest. 
The explanation of the phenomenon is this: The 
true Abolitionists look at every main and every act, 


We were pursuaded, and so stated, on the arrival of 
Kossuth, that he yielded to the advice of those by 
whom he was immediately surrounded, in making the 
voluntary announcement that he should not interfere 
in any of our V. domestic questions; ’Land that, by this 
term, he meant it to be understood that he referred to 
the question of Slavery, we had no doubt, from his 
avowing, in the same connection, his admiration of the 
Union and its laws. Doubtless his course was a wise 
one, if we look at the matter only in the light of tem¬

CLOSE OF JOHN STERLING'S LIFE. 

The closing passages of the biography are full of 
a deep and affecting interest. Sterling’s mother 
was dying of heart diseases, while he himseif at Fal¬ 
mouth was watching over his ailing wife upon the 
verse of her confinement. The.delicate tact, the 
tenderness, the natural piety of the last two letters 
written by John Starling to his dying mother, reveal 
the entire beauty of his character. It is not because 
he aimed at literature that his friends loved him; 
in literature it may be admitted that comparatively 
he failed. It is for that purity and truthfulness of 
spirit which breathes over the whole, of these two 
letters that he had been so widely loved. 

Falmouth, April 8, 1843. 

“ Dearest Mother : I could do you no good, but 
it would be the greatest comfort to me if I could be 
near you. Nothing would detain me but Susan’s 
condition. I feel that until her confinement is over, 
I oueht to remain here—unless you wished me to go 
to you' in which case she would be the first to send 
me off.’ Happily she is doing as well as possible, 
and seems even to gain strength' every day.
